Anything that cloaks the proceedings of the Licensing 
Authorities in the aura of the civil and criminal courts is 
to be avoided, and the power of subpoena is inappro- 
priate to them. If a user genuinely needs additional 
facilities, he will attend a licensing sitting and give full 
details. 

Mr. Joyce thought that more weight should be 
attached to written evidence. The Transport Tribunal 
and their predecessors have. however, rightly said that 
supporting letters by themselves are valueless. 

It is too easy to write a supporting letter, knowing 
that its terms, however exaggerated cannot be brought 
into close question. Objectors would be placed in an 
impossible position if written evidence were to be 
accepted as proof of need. Similarly, a contract for the 
exclusive use of a vehicle is no proof of need, except for 
a contract-A licence.

Written Evidence Important 

Nevertheless, the importance of documentary evidence 
is not to be underestimated. Its imperfections are 
responsible for a great waste of time and money to both 
applicants and objectors, and its presentation without 
due warning may result in inaccuracies passing 
unnoticed. This occurred in the case of an application 
by Peter Rhodes, Ltd., which was taken to appeal. 

In their reserved decision, published in The Commer- 
cial Motor last week, the Tribunal again criticized the 
admission of important documents at the last moment 
Statistical evidence needs to be carefully digested by the 
Licensing Authorities and the objectors, and careful 
thought can be given to it only if the documents are 
supplied in advance of the hearing. 

Although well-prepared written evidence may not 
absolve a witness from the need for attendance, it may 
at least reduce the time that he has to spend in court 
If, however, it is carelessly collated, a witness may be 
put to unnecessary inconvenience. This is a matter in 
which applicants can help their customers, just as they 
expect their customers to help them. 
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HE Federation of British Industries’ “ Report on 
Nationalisation”” that appears this week is well 
timed, in that it follows the sombre thunderings of the 
Labour Party conference at Scarborough and, 
fortuitously, precedes the electioneering that may well 
begin in the months to come. A single report, however, 
is no barrage and the present work is rather a skilful, 
almost dispassionate, appraisal of the economics of the 
past few years and an appreciation of current trends 
Its impact lies less in the histrionics of the hustings than 
in the sober judgment of the accountant 
The distinguished working party which prepared this 
report examines a critical situation in the affairs of the 
nation with admirable detachment. The declared policy 
of the advocates of nationalization is stated, perhaps, 
with greater clarity than one might read in /ndustr) 
and Society or Plan for Progress Its fallacies are 
pointed out, firmly, gently, donnishly. For most people, 
the real shock is contained in the statistics which form 
a 12-page appendix at the back of the book. Th 
inference is obvious: nationalization will never pay 
Although such a report as this must of necessity be 
largely negative in its approach, the F.B.1. have no 
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Price of Nationalization 


difficulty in showing that the very weaknesses in industrs 
which Labour is so anxious to eradicate have not, in 
fact, been eliminated by nationalization. Labour rela- 
tions, efficiency in terms of the employment of capital, 
service in the public interest—none can be said to hav. 
improved under nationalization to the extent which ha 
been possible in private enterprise 

Indeed, the financial record of the nationalized under- 
takings makes appalling reading. Inadequate provision 
for depreciation, the failure to cover outgoings through 
charging uneconomic prices, inept postponement oi 
price increases, and borrowing on the largest scale, are 
all reflected in the annual accounts. The obligation to 
“ break even” over the years has not been met. Nor 
does the future look any brighter than the immediate 
past 

Che haulier, poised uncertainly between the desire to 
expand his business and sitting tight and awaiting 
developments, will draw little encouragement from this 
exposition of facts. But the booklet is full of useful 
ammunition which may yet be used with devastating 
effect. If facts speak for themselves, they are twic 
barbed when used by an intelligent voter 





Encourage Inventive Faculties 
HE true engineer often feels an urgent need to be 
creative, and one of the ways in which he can realize 
fulfilment of his desire is to see his name on a patent specifi 
cation referring to some achievement in design. Denial 
of this symbolic expression can have a depressing and 
negativing effect on his future activities in this direction 
Some employers completely fail to understand this and 
invariably require their engineering employees to take out 
such patents in the names of the companies concerned 
Others go so far as to join the inventors’ names with those 
of company executives, thus even if some monetary recog 
nition is made, there still remains amongst engineers in this 
position an underlying feeling of frustration 
It is quite understandable that where the companies 
facilities and “ know-how” have been used in developing 
ideas they have certain claims, but these can well be the 
subject of suitable and appropriately generous agreements 


Refrigeration Helped by Science 
CIENTIFIC laboratory and road tests are being 
instituted by the National Bureau of Standards for the 
cooling efficiency of refrigerated trailers. They are being 
sponsored by the U.S. Department of Agriculture, the 
Army, and the Truck-Trailer Manufacturers’ Association 
The main objective is to establish a standard rating 
method to simulate accurately heat-transfer conditions 
while the vehicles are on the road. Methods are being 
devised to cover the effects of solar radiation, wind pres 
sure, and air and moisture transfer through trailer walls 
Already a comparison of laboratory and road-test results 
shows that the heat gained is significantly greater on the 
road than during stationary conditions, for the same 


ambient temperature and humidity. Present indications 
are that this is due principally to air leakage into the body 
under the impact of air pressure against the front, whilst

small increases in heat Seem to be due to colour radiation 

It is believed that if air leakage can be eliminated 
smaller refrigeration units can be used or, alternatively, 
less insulation will be necessary Another point is tha 
if moisture can be kept out of the insulation spaces, 
deterioration of the bodies will be reduced 

In carrying out the first tests three 35-ft. refrigerated 
semi-trailers were employed For the laboratory tests 
these were placed in an insulated structure equipped wit! 
humidity and temperature controls. They were mounted 
on three calibrated platform scales to determine the gain 
in weight caused by the condensation of infiltrated mois 
ture. For comparison outside this enclosure was installed 
a prototype refrigerating equipment with a metered heat 
comparator 

In Britain increasing attention is being paid to 
refrigerated or purely insulated vehicles, but it is quite 
possible that some of these are constructed on hit-or-miss 
methods, whereas tests such as those described would 
provide sound basic information for designers These 
might well be a valuable task for the National Physica

Early Form of Auto Wheel

a picture of what must certainly be one of the oldest 
types of commercial vehicle, dating from the late 1890s 
It showed a two-wheeled van with a single driving wheel 
mounted openly at the front.

HE rapidly growing population 
= of Chicago has now reached the 
figure of 34m., with a propor- 
tionate increase in road traffic. As a 
result, the problems of public trans- 
port in America’s Middle West metro 
polis are very similar to those being 
tackled in London. In fact, the history 
of public transport in Chicago up to 
1945, when the Chicago Transit 
Authority came into being on the lines 
of London Transport, is reminiscent 
of what happened in London from the 
time of the horsed bus 
Chicago had been struggling to 
solve local transit problems for more 
than half a century when, in the 1920s, 
the situation reached a critical stage 
Both the Chicago Surface Lines and 
the Chicago Rapid Transit Co. had 
become involved in bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings, and six prolonged attempts

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Results from Bus Honesty Boxes 


HAVE read with interest a paragraph headed “ Why Not 
More Honesty Boxes?” under “ Passing Comments ” in 
your issue dated October 24. In this undertaking we have 
been considering the very same matter and in order to 
ascertain the practice among municipal operators I circu- 
lated a questionnaire on the subject, and I thought you 
might be interested to know that of the 94 undertakings 
which replied to my questionnaire 40 have never fitted 
honesty boxes; 18 have at some time or other fitted them 
but have discontinued their use for a variety of reasons; 
ind 36, including one with tramcars only, still fit them. 
Various reasons have been given for discontinuing the 
fitting of these devices, and they may be summarized as 
follows: 
(1) They tend to encourage laxness on the part of 
conductors 
(2) They tend to encourage fare-dodging on the part of 
passengers 
(3) The repairs to boxes which are apparently maliciously 
damaged far exceed the receipts from them. 
(4) There were occasional cases of pilfering from them. 
Taking the average revenue per box obtained by the 
different operators, this varied from 4s. 6d. to just over 
£3 per box per annum

Beware of those 
Low Obstructions 


HOPE that this letter will be published in your journal, 

for it deals with a subject which I consider is of great 
importance. On many occasions I have seen or read about 
commercial vehicles or their loads being damaged by contact 
with overhead obstructions, such as low bridges, or even 
electric cables 

Surely, drivers of vehicles which are carrying high loads 





or are otherwise liable to this trouble should be warned 
against this danger. If drivers are likely to proceed by routes 
with which they are not familiar, care should be taken that 
they are instructed as to where to make detours to avoid low 
obstructions. 

Too often we hear of double-deck buses in which the tops 
have been damaged and sometimes passengers injured. 
Quite recently a 5-ton steel tank was wrenched from a lorry 
when it was driven under a low bridge in Birmingham 
Traffic was delayed, and it took four hours to clear the 
road, although fortunately no one was hurt.

buses as a result of diversions from normal routes and drivers 
cannot then always be warned, consequently they should 
exercise even greater care than usual. 

Instances have been known where vehicles have stuck 
halfway under a bridge. When this happens they can some- 
times be released by letting the air out of the tyres, which 
may not be very good for these if all is released, but lowering 
the vehicle by an inch or two may be sufficient.—-Ep.]}

It was important that all tests carried 
out should be both comparable and 
repeatable.

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Novel Two-stroke Engine 


A TWO-STROKE engine forms the 
subject of patent No. 801,466. The 
engine is said to be capable of producing 
a higher output in relation to its weight 
and cylinder volume than conventional 
designs (A Cuddon-Fletcher and 
O Greeves, Church Road, Thundersley, 
Essex.)
